State Agricultural Exhibition. 





The ninth exhibition of the Maine State Agricul- 
tural Society was held at Augusta, Sept. 20th, 21st, 
22 \aud 231, 1870, and proved to be one of the most 
successful ever held by the Society. The weather 
throughout was fiae, no storms or high winds oosur- 
ring to prevent the regular working of the machinery 
necessary to carry forward an enterprise so large and 
of a kind always dependent upon the state of the at- 
mosphere. 

The attendince was very large, especially upon 
Thursday and Friday, when thousands swarmed upon 
the grounds and filled the State house to repletion, 
while the streets, roadsides, parks and open spaces in 
the vicinity of the show, were crowled by the multi- 
tule engaged in all the various acts which are the 
usual concomitants of an exhibition of this kind. 

General good order prevailed throughout the exbi- 
bition, the rules of the Society were strictly enforced, 
and the labors and business of the variou s departments 
were carried on with regularity and pr ecision, the re- 
sult of a thorough systematization and the experience 
obtained in previous years. Much crelit is dae the 
¢ffisers and their corps of effisient assistants, for their 
eff rts in making the exhibition a suczess. 

In the following report we take up each department 
sepsrately, and refer to each division in its order,

At1l A. M. Tuesday, the exhibition was 
formafly opened by the delivery of the following 
adress, by Hon, Seth Soamman, President of the 
Society: 

Gentlemen of the Maine State Agricultural Society: 

Another year’s duties have beea fulfilled, another 
year’s labors are ended, and your generous impulses 
have prompted you to meet together and congratulate 
each other upon the progress and success of our in. 
dustrial enterprises, and we recognize the kind hand 
of Providence in so ordering the rain and sunshine 
and warmth in’ such quick succession as to reward the 
farmer with a bountiful harvest. 

The occasion affords you ample opportunity to ob- 
serve and note the various points of excellence, and 
the improvements made in your horses aed neat stock, 
your sheep and swive and poultry; to exhibit the va- 
rious productions of your farms and gardens; to dis- 
play your agricultaral implements, and manufactures 
of all descriptions; to show the taste and skil! of your 
wives and daughters and sons; and last though not 
least to meet the intelligent and worthy men and wo- 
men, boys and girls of Maine. 

Surely may I congiatulate you on this occasion for 
the auspicious in-gathering of this exhibition. One 
year ago New England and the Provinces exhibited 
the best of their productions on your soil, and it was 
conceded to be superior to any exhibition of the kind 
in numbers and quality. But to-day the exhibition 
is confined to our own State, and the entries for horses 
and neat stock exceed those of last year. Maine nas 
done herself much credit, or rather some of her wor- 
thy sons have, in so improving the breed of horses 
that now she takes the lead. And some of the best 
cattle shown upon the grounds at Manchester two 
weeks ago came from Maine. Nor is it in stock-rais- 
ing alone that Maine can excel. For while you have 
heard the neighing of the horse, the lowing of cattle, 
and the bleating of sheep upon a thousand hille, your 
busy bands have filled your garners with an abundant 
supply for man and beast, thus proving the capabil- 

ities of our soil, though rugged, to make adequate re- 
turns for iutelligent aad persevering labor.

Farmers’ Meetinas 

The first farmers’ meeting was held at the court- 
room, Tuesday evening. It was called to order by 
the President of the Society, Mr. Scammon who intro- 
duced Mr.R P. Thompson, of Jay, who opened 
the discussion upon ‘‘Dairying in Maine.”? He said: 

A large portion of Maine is well adapted for diary- 
ing purposes, from its pastures, its forage crops and 
its location. The breeding and management of milch 
cows and the conversion of their milk into butter and 
cheese exerts a great influence upon the people and 
farmers of this country. Not less than seven-eights 
of the cheese consumed in Mine is imported or brought 
from other States. We import more than a thousand 
tons of cheese annually. Oae third of this amouat is 
& loss to the farmers of Maine. Grass and grain fed 
to cows produce one third more than if fed to young 
stock. 

One of the great secrets of success in dairying is 
economy and close application to business. All 
farms, of course, are not adapted to diarying, and in 
such cases sheep husbandry may pay better. A 
good cow will yield five hundced gallons of milk ina 
seazon. Cheese making is more pro‘itable than butter. 
Tt takes five pounis of milk to make one pound of 
cheese, and fourteen to make one pounl of butter. 

In making cheese: —Take care to draw the milk 
clean, and strain and curd it. Squeeze the curd till 
it is broken into pieces as large es peas. Let it lay 
over night, and then pour boiling water over it; stir 
it and cool it with cold water; use a teacup of salt for 
every fifteen pounds of curd; then pat in press.’ 

Mr. Thompson's remarhs occupied about fifteen 
minutes. Thesubject was then taken up for dissus- 
sion. 

In answer to a question, Mr. Thompson said he 
preferred grade Short Horns for cows for cheese. 

Mr. Perley, of Naples, s:id our success or failure 
depends greatly upon the circumstances by which we 
are surrounded. So, whether a farmer in Maine can 
compete with farmers in New York depends upon 
whether he is favorably situxted. We must adapt our 
breed of cattle to our pastures and feed. Thinks 
dairying may be made to pay in Maine, if we resort 
to the associated system. But we should need cheese 
and butter makers, 

Mr. Whittier of Vienna thinks we cannot compete 
with the West in cheese-making. We are sure of an 
iec crop, and don’t much fear competition there. 
Thinks we had better raise stock, oxen and beef, and 
let the West produce the butter and cheese, 

Mr. Brackett of Belfast referred to the pastures of 
the New York dairy regions as different from any- 
thing we have in Maine, unless it be in Piscataquis 
county, where the underlying rock is somewhat simi- 
lar—slate. These soils, formed by the decomposition 
of slate rock, seem to be peculiarly adapted to the 
production of such a variety of grasses as are best for 
producing milk. Referred to the discussions upon the 
subject of associated dairies at the late session of 
the Board of Agriculture. The subject is to be con- 
tinued at the next winter meeting at Farmington. 

Thinks Mr. Thompsons direction for salting cheese 
—teacup of salt to every fifteen pounds of curd—as 
too indefinite, becouse teacups vary greatly in size. 

He thinks, after all, that the great argument in 
favor of the associated dairying is the effect it woald 
have upon farmers’ wives and families, in relieving 
them of the hard labor and drudgery necessarily con- 
nected with butter and cheese making. 

Mr. Luce, of Bangor, said the question should be 
for every farmer, what will least exhaust the soil and 
produce the most value. Believesin sheep husbandry. 
Thinks farmers should pursue a mixed conrse of hu:- 
bandry. Should not depend on any one branch. We 
run to extremes in farming, as well as in other pro- 
frssions, 

Mr. Scamman said he had found that nine quarts 
of milk will make a pound of butter, according to his 
experience. 

The discussion was continued briefly by Mossrs. 
Boardman, Whittier, Williams, Dill, Grinnell and 
others, and the meeting adjourned. 





Wepnespay Eventna. The subject for discussion 
was general orchard management or ‘‘Apple Cul- 


ture.”’ 
Mr. J. R. Pulsifer, of Auburn, opened the discus- 


sion. He recommended the selection of deep, rich 
soil, where the snow does not drift, fora nursery. We 
should raise on straight, perfect trees. Trees should 
be transplanted at two years old, rows five feet apart, 
taees, twelve inches apart. Keep the ground well 


hoed, 
Would never raise a crotched tree; keep them in 


the nursery. For an orchard, set twenty-five Met 
apart. Dig holes twice as large as the roots of the 
trees. Never pullup a tree, digit up. In digging a 
hole for trees, put the soil in two piles, the top dirt in 
one place, so as to put it around the roots of the tree. 
Set the tree two inches deeper than in the nureery. 

Never graft a tree till it has become firmly set in 
the ground, and growing. Take two years to graft it. 
Would use but one scion to a limb, and set them very 
straight in the limbs. Trees should be at least cne 
inch in diameter when set out, and the limbs the 
game when grafted. Trees should branch at from 
four to four and a half feet from the ground. Would 
keep the ground of orchard cultivated. After the 
trees are grown, would keep them mulched., 

Makes his fruit ladder two and a half feet at the 
bottom, one foot at top; material, round spruce poles. 
Makes two qualities of fruit when packing. Packs in 
the orchard. Hagan orchard of a thousand trees; 
shall raise about seven hundred trees this year. 

Z. A. Gilbert, of Tarner, agreed with the speaker. 
Nursery-tree growiag should be encouraged. Recom- 
mends planting screens and evergreens to shelter nur- 
series. All pruning should be done with the thamb 
and finger. Borers must be killed when they are 
young. 

Mr. Atherton, of Hallowell, said, we can form the 
tree just as we wish. Would set trees two rods apart. 
Would graft in the stock. Keep the manure on the 
top of the ground. 

Mr. Cowan, of Sidney, gave his experience in or-{ 
charding. Would set at least two rods apart. Trees 
leaning toward the north are apt to be san scalded, 
which kills the bark. Strawy manure is best. 

Col. Swett, of Paris, is opposed to grafting in crab 
stocks. Believes in mulching. His mulched trees 
have grown fast enough during the drouth. Makes 
his fruit ladders three feet wide at the bottom, and

Tuursvay Eventna. Subject: ‘Shall our Highways 
be Fenced.’’ The gentleman who was appointed to 
open the discussion being unavoidably absent, the 
chairman called upon Mr. Daniel Stickney, of Aroos- 
took County. 

He thought highway fences unnecessary. No sab- 
stantial fence can be built for less than one dollar per 
rod. Road fences cause snow to drift, and make the 
roads impaseable, besides costing a large sum for 
breaking out in winter. 

Oa motion of Mr. Thing, the subject was laid on 
the table, and the subject of orcharding was taken 
up and discussed. 

Mr. Brown, of Hampden, did not believe in graft- 
ing in the stalk, preferred the limb method. Is op- 
posed to planting out trees raised in foreign nurseries; 
prefers home raised stock. Thinks gardening will pay 
better than orcharding, especially near villages and 
cities. Would set out a young orchard instead of try- 
ing to recuperate an old one. Referred to the borers 
and bark lice which are peculiar to certain localities. 
Thinks we should allow more natural wood to grow, 
and thus save drouths, &c. 

Mr. Thing, of Mt. Vernon, considers a New York 
nursery a nuisance. Don’t think it desirable to graft 
trees in the root or in the stalk. Trees need to be not 
only fed, but also protected. Every family should be 
supplied with fresh apples the year round, They are 
healthy, necessary, and even conducive to morality, 
for boys will have app'es, and if they have plenty at 
home, they won’t steal them. Thinks sheep will re- 
cuperate old orchards, if turned in among them. 

Mr, Ssamman, of Soarboro’, thinks too much may 
be done in one branch of farming, as vezetables, for 
example, so that the market may be over supplied. 
We must grow that crop which is best adapted to the 
soil. He showel the difference batwaen fseding anl 
starving a farm. If we expest t» raise cr ps, we 
must fezd them. Had b2en suszeasful in renovating 
an old orchard, by scraping, praning and mualchiag. 
Once renovatel a poor old orchard, in three years by 
turning in sheep. 

Brief remarks were male by Messrs. Stickney, Jef- 
ferds of Foxcroft, and others. Adjourned,

In some of its departments, the exhibition at the 
State House surpsseed anything of the kind ever shown 
iu Maine, while in othere, the Fair at Portland last 
year was superior. The whole number of entries 
were 758, but quite a number of articles came in after 
the entry books were closvd, and wers placed on ex- 
hibition. Upoa the whole, the indoors part of the ex- 
hibition may be counted a success, and the thanks of 
the Society and visitors are due to those farmers, fruit 
growers, mechanics and ladies, who thus contributed 
of their crops and handiwork to the exhibition. We 
think all who attended went away feeling well repaid 
for their trouble and the influence thas carried out 
into the community must be beneficial. 

Passing the vestibule an’ the Secretary’s and Treas- 
urer’s offixes into the rotunda, the first object that 
met the visitor’s eye was a mammoth squish, weig'- 
ing 207 pounds, and raised by W. B. Liphim, of 
Bryaot’s Pond, which was suggestive of the good 
things to follow. The rotunda was devoted to the ex- 
hibition of 

Five Arts, Carriaces, &c. W. W. Bice, exhib- 
ed a splendid double seated top wagon, from the State 
Prison mannfactory. Kimball & Larkin, of Portland, 
showela fine top carriaz2, double-sevtel, with jamp 
seat. B F. Morse, Augusta, Concord wagon, ani J. 
Mitchell, a fine staffsi sleigh. Thess were a'l first 
class carriaze3, an as gool as can be minufactued in 
any part of the world. 

W. W. Webber, of Gardiner presented a collection of 
12 oil paintings, noneof which, however, showing more 
than ordinary merit. The following are the subjects: 
Meadow Line; Autumn on the Cobbossee, at Gardin- 
er; Wrecker’s Priz2; Oa the Lower Kennebec; Cats- 
kill Mountains; Swinging in the Lyne; Afternoon on 
theSaco; M sty Morning on Echo Like; Sunset on the 
Marshes; Cocoanut; Fruit piece; Maine View. 

J. H. Berry exhibited a large oil painting, Saco 
River and Mt. Washington; T. W. Johnston, an 
oil painting, Harvest in the White Mountains, and 
Mrs. Grieves an oil painting, The Wood Gatherers. 

Crayons were shown by Miss O. A. Rowell, Mrs. F. 
J. Fulsom, E. Livermore; Annie C. Percival, Miss A. 
E. Noble; and Charley Lang, Augusta, 11 years old, 
showed some good animal crayons, among them heads 
of horses, incluling Gen. Knox. Small pictures 
were shown by Mrs. Iaverman, Miss 8. F. Sanborn 
and others, anda collection of chromos &c., by J. 8. 
Hendee. 

Ia the passageways were some good-looking stoves 
by A. P. Gould, and Williamson & Greenwood, both 
of Augusta, 

A couple of machines for cutting iron, which cut off 
a twoiuch bar as a boy would bite a stick of candy, 
was shown by J. F. Proctor, Portland. Sweetland’s 
rotary refrigorator was exhibited. One of the greatest 
curiosit‘es at the Fair was a section of bark of the 
mammoth tree of California, Sequoia gigantea. This 
piecejof bark is twenty-two inches thick, and was 
taken from a tree thirty feet in diameter. It was 
brought home and exhibited by Mr. J. F. Caurchill, 
of Windsor. 

Passing from the rotanda to the right,’we enter the 
Land Agent’s office, where the 

Mustcat [struments are on exhibition. Messrs. 
Arno & Hodgkins, of Gardiner, present a fine parlor 
orgrn of their own manufacture. This was the only 
instrument of home manufacture on exhibition, and 
the manufacturers deserve credit for such a specimen 
of mechanism. Some twenty men are employe! in 
their factory. R. M. Mansur, of Augusta, exhibited 
sx melodeons, organs ani pianos; Mr. Humphrey, 
arent for McPhail &c., of Boston, exhibited two nice 
pianos; J. C. Hovey, Augusta, three organs, also 
in the same room, a splendid library case and parlor 
wash sink, manufactured in Augusta.

Passing down the stairs into the agricultural room we 
come to the exhibition of farm products. The show 
of corn and squashes were the best ever made in the 
State, but some of the other portions were not well 
represented. Large, long, Well filled ripe and golden 
-colored ears and traces of corn and huge, mealy yel- 
low squashes filled the room, with other products to 
frame them in. We give the following as among the 
principal oxhibitors of corn, and it was of such good 
quality, generally, that it was hard deciding which 
was the beast: Z. A: Marrow; Henry Norcross; J. E.

| Bailey, 67 pounds; J. Knowles, one 82 pounds, and 
one weighing 166 pounds, both from one seed; M. P. 
Faught; E Field; E. Norris, one weighing 152 
pounds; three large ones on one vine by Patrick Fox; 
Tarbans, by E. Norcross; A. R. Randall. There 
were about 50 squashes on exhibitoin, most of them 
being the light colored varieties. One specimen of a 
sound Hubbard, raised last year, was on exhibition. 

Pumpkins were cast entirely in the shade by the 
squash show, and buttwo epecimens put in an appear- 
ance. 

There were several specimens of melons end cucum- 
bers, which ended the show in the vine line in this 
department. 

Potatoes. The show of Potatoes was not large, 
but some fine specimens were on exhibition. Samuel 
Johnson, of Orono, Superintendent of the State Agri- 
cultural College exhibited a collection of 61 varieties 
with an account of manner of raising, being the result 
of an experiment in growing. W. P. &. H. A, Ather- 
ton of Hallowell show a co'lection of ten varieties. 
Mr. Moses Hussey of North Berwick, well known as 
the largest dealer in seed potatoes in the State, exhib- 
ited twenty varieties. He makes potato raising a 
specialty, and has twenty acres under cultivation the 
present seeson, He also had some fiae specimens of 
the new Trophy tomato, a very promisiag variety. 
Fine specimens of potatoes were also exhibited by Cal- 
vin Chamberlain, of Foxsroft, and Cyrus Guild, of 
Augusta. 

There was a fair show of boets, turnips, mangolds, 
onions, carrots. &o., in this and the other rooms, A 
variety of vegetables of large s:z2 and good quality, 
were exhibited from the Portland city farm. 

The amount of grain on exhibition was limited to a 
few specimens, There were two lots of wheat, one of 
rye, andseveraloforts, Seward Dill, Paillips, present- 
ed a specimen of the white California. HH. G. Abbot, 
Vassalboro’ and Albert Crosby, of Albion, exhibited 
Norway oats. There were fine specimens of beans, 
one of peas, broom corn, sweet corn, &c., but the 
show in this department was far below what it should 
have been. 

The dairy department was also a failare, so far as 
quantity-was concerned. S.veral specimens of butter 
and cheese, of excellent quality were on exhibition 
and we could only wish there had been more of the 
same kind brought out. We counted sixteen speci- 
mens of butter and six of cheese. Mrs. A. Parlin, of 
E Winthrop, presented some nice looking butter, put 
up in a very tasteful and tempting form. Z A. Gil- 
bert of E. Turner, showed two fine cheese. There 
were no names appended to the specimens of butter, 
consequently we cannot designate. 

We take occision at this time to say that there were 
many articles and animals on exhibition which we 
would like to have noticed, but owing to the absence 
of any card upon them, or if a card, it contained sim- 
ply the name and number of the exhibitor, usually 
without place of residence, therefore we were unable 
todo so. Every article or animal exhibited at our 
Fairs should have attached to it a card beaing the 
name of the exhibitor, with his post office address, and 
the name of the animal or article in full, so that visi- 
tors may examine understandingly, and know what 
they are looking at as well as who presented it. This 
neglect on the part of those sending in articles and 
exhibiting them at this Fair will account for cur be- 
ing unable to refer to many articles. 

Retracing our steps, we p1s3 up stairs to the Senate 
Chamber, where in place of the “‘grave and reverend 
seigniors,’’ we are wont to see discussing laws, is a 
crowded room of humanity, mostly ladies, for this is 
the department devoted to 

Fancy Worx, Fiowers, ero. The room is not 
showy or filled to excees with articles, yet there is 
jast enough to fill it saffiziently to produce the best 
effect. We cannot attempt to detail the numerous 
articles—specimens of ladies’ handiwork, which fill 
the tables and adorn the walls in this department. 

Perhaps the most promineut feature is a large pyri- 
midal bouquet, by Mrs Stanley, of Winthrop, which 
adorns the president’s desk; while smaller ones grace 
the clerk’s desk in front. The largest display of cut 
flowers was by Miss Annie A. Eaton, of Augusta, 
which occupies one entire table, and comprises many 
rare an‘ beautifal, flowers. Simon Murphy, of the 
Arsenal makes 8 good display, inclading rustic pots 
with plants. Mrs W. 8, Whitman, of Bangor, 
contributed a beautiful cross and wreath of cut 
flowers. There are several other fine beuquete, 
wild flowers, house plants, cut flowers, &c., presented 
by Mrs. Noble, Mrs. Call, Mrs. Fuller, Mrs. Board- 
fan and others, whom we have not room to name. 

The exhibition of fancy needlework is fine, but so 
numerous and comprising so many emall articles that 
we must not particularizs. One table is devoted to 
worsted and bead work, another to cotton and cam- 
bric embroidery, &c , and a third to fancy needle- 
work, which we might as well attempt to name as try 
to enumerate. Miss Piper displays a case of worsted, 
and Miss Soule a case of millinery, and thereat the 
ladies throng, especially the younger portion. Among 
the curiosities, are specimens of bead work by a blind 
girl, piece of worsted work by Mrs. A. Perkins, of 
Augusta, 84 years old, and an embroidered fire screen 
wrought by a sister of John Hancock, 120 years ago. 

Householg fabrics are represented by rugs and 
quilts in force, while specimens of stockings, gloves, 
mittens, garments, cloths, &c., are to be found side 
by side. We notice only a couble of pieces of home- 
made cloth. A couple of splendid afghans are on 
exhibition, which almost make an editor covet them 
and a team to compare with them. 

In waxwork, Lair and shellwork there is a fine 
show. One table is devoted to wax work, and con- 
tains some half dozen splendid crosses, flowers, etc., 
all done in fine style. Some pond lilies, we noticed, 
so nearly resembling the bona fide plant, that we al- 
most expected to inhale the glorious scent of the nat- 
ural flower. The best were by Miss 8. T. Sanborn, 
and Miss E. Colman. Some good specimens of hair 
work hung upon the walls. There was one specimen of 
shell work which contained 5635 shells, It wass 
frame made by Mrs. 8. G. C. Pullen. These notes 
must clos@eur report of this department, and we pass 
through the passage filled with paper hanging, and 
the soap man’s stand, and the table where a lady from 
a western State is selling wooden ware, to the Repre- 
sentatives Hall, which has been arranged with seats, 
and devoted to the miscellaneous portion of the ex- 
hibition. 

Miscettangous. Upon the lower side of the hall is 
a row of sewing machines, thirteen in number, each 
with its attendant, and judging from their assertions 
each one is the best. Here Hinckley’s knitting ma- 
chines reels off the stockings, mittens, &c., at a pace 
that would have astonished our grandmothers. J. 
W. Clough, of Montville, shows a stone radiator. 
Apple slicers are exhibited by C. D. Doe and A. A. 
Gould, and the latter gentleman is selling his silex 
for polishing. This is said to be taken from a natural 
bed accidentally found in the bottom of a pond in 
Bluehill. It is white, and resembles chalk. Thorn- 
dike & Howard, Belfast, exhibit their new mitering 
machine; 8. & F. Foleom, an apple parer and C. A. 
Robbins & Son, an ice chain, "

‘show of soap in all its varieties, by A. Baker, Gardi- 
ner, There were a couple of other collections of soap, 
and one manufacturer gave away several thousand 
cakes to prove it was not all *‘soft soap.’’ 

A lot of moss work, twenty-five articles, including 
baskets, frames, etc. by W. A. Webster, is an addition 
to the exhibition. Mrs. Fred Rowe presents a leather 
box. : ‘ 

A case of solid and durable looking boots and shoes 
from Reed & Plummer, Augusta, commend themselves 
to those who look well to their understandings, and a 
well wrought model of a ship, by Capt John Lombard 
of Farmingdale, is quite an attraction in this section 
of the hall. 

Bosworth of Augusta, makes a good display of cloths 
and ready made clothing; and the Vassalboro’ Mills 
Company show fine specimens of cassimeree, doeskins 
and broadcloths, 

Coller & Gardiner of Augusta, add much to the ex- 
hibition by their large display of trunks, valises and 
harnesses. I[amilton & Turner farnish the gold 
mounted premiam harness, E. H. Dann of Portland, 
also exhibits largely in fine harnesses and horse mil- 
linery generally. 

Among the cases worth looking at was a very large 
collection of re-colored and cleansed gooda, from the 
re-coloring establishment of Barbier & Phione7, Au- 
gusta, who demonstrated that in some cises at least, 
old things can be made to look as good as new. 

L W. Grafion, Augasta, exhibits two dry earth 
commodes, or closets, which are coming into use. 
C.H. & H. U. Wells of Augusta, exhibit a fine 
bisack walout desk, &., of their own manufacture. 
H. G. Staples, piper hangings. In the passages are 
specimens of p»nmanship by D. M. Waitt of Augusta, 
and a lot of printed rag patterns in o-lors. 

Page, Wilson & Co. of Hallowell, make a fine show 
of oilcloths from their manufactory; Safford & Low of 
Augusta, a large case of hardware; M. W. Long, & 
case of guns and pistols; R. M. Mansar, box of cari- 
osities; J. W. Johnson a oarriag? jack; and a Boston 
company a method of waterproofing cloths and gar- 
ments. 

Mrs. T. J. Grant of Sidney, presented two pieces of 
cloth of home manufacture, for which she is entitled 
to praise. All around the hall, dapending from ths 
galleries and in the lobby, are specimens of woman’s 
handiwork in the shape of quilts, razs, counterpanes, 
carpetings, &o., which we cannot specify, but which 
aided materially to the make-up of the show. 

As we go out of the hall, we fini Graver’ Improved 
Incubator, for hatching eggs. It was a Yankee inven- 
tion, of cours2, and hailed from Boston. The exhibit- 
or said he had an “‘artificial mother’? at home, but 
did not bring her. As curiosity, it is worthy of no- 
tice; whether it is of any practical value, we cannot 
answer—we have our doubts, 

Fruit. The show of frait was very large and of 
excellent quality—the largest exhibition probsbly 
ever held in Maine. Rooms No. 5 and 6 and two 
tables in the Hall were devoted to this department, 
and it was well worthy a visit, as it added greatly to 
the value of the general exhibition and proved that 
this has been a favorable year for the fruit crop in 
Maine. Here again the exhibitors have in many cases 
omitted to write their place of residence on the tags 
attached to the fruit, but we have endeavored to mske 
our report as correct as possible for if there was any 
portion of our State Exhibition for 1870 of which we 
are prov’ it is the frait department. 

Joseph Taylor of Belgrade is the leading and largest 
exhibitor though there ate several others whose col- 
lectione are equally valuable. He has an exbibition 
of 60 varieties of apples, 20 of pears, and 12 of 
grapes. We have not room to name separately the 
numerous list of apples, pears and grapes on exhibi- 
tion but they comprised all the leading cultivated 
varieties in each class. 

A table of plams was filled by contributions from 
C. Sprulding of Hallowell, 10 varietie:; Mrs. Fuller, 
4;8. C. Cox, 1; E K. Butler, 1. 

A. F. Watson, North Fayette, exhibited 50 varieties 
of apples, 8 of pears, and 2 of grapes. The centre of 
his table was ornamented by a fruit pyramid which 
assisted in making his show very interesting. 

Calvin Spaulding of Hallowell had 17 varieties 
pears, 14 of apples, 10 of plums, 7 of grapes, and 
one of Versalles currants. 

N. Foster of Gardiner, presented 40 varieties apples 
and 28 of pears. 

W. W. Bradstreet exhibited a large number of vari- 
eties of grapes very tastefully arranged upon a trellis 
frame which added much to the show and is a fiae 
method of exhibiting this fruit. 

G. S. Pepe of Manchester, presentsa very beautiful 
collection of fruit. One large table was filled with 
varieties, and the table contained a large centre orna- 
mental basket of fruit, leaves, &o., flanked by four 
smaller baskets. He exhibited 32 varieties of apples, 
with grapes, plums, pears, crab apples, &c., in mass, 

Albert Noyes of Bangor, showed 24 varieties apples 
and 10 of pears. 

Albert Emerson of Bangor, 16 varieties of pears, 
12 of grapes, 8 being raised under glass, and 3 of 
plums. ‘ 

W. P. & H. N. Atherton of Hallowell, 23 varieties 
of apples, and bushel splendid Baldwins. 

Henry M'Lvughlin of Bangor, showed 6 varieties 
of grapes and 10 of pears, among the latter were 
fine specimens of his promising new seedling the 
Eastern Belle. .

Tue Loss or rae Caprain, The following addi- 
tional particulars of the loss of the English iron-clad 
frigate Captain, are derived from the statements of 
the survivors of the ill-fated ship’s crew: 
‘*[t appears that about midnight on the 6th inst., 
the ship was in company with the channel fleet, about 
forty miles off Cape Finisterre, cruising under double- 
reefed fore and maintopssils and foretopmast staysails, 
and mainsail and foresail hauled up, there being at 
the time a very strong breeze and heavy sea. 

The starboard watch had been called at 12 o'clock, 
and were being mustered, when the equall strack the 
ship on the purt side, causing her to give a heavy 
lurch to the starboard. As she did not right herself, 
Captain Bugayne, who was on the bridge, gave the 
order to lower the foretopsail, but, in consequence of 
the yards being braced sharp up, the ship at the same 
ume being on the port tack, it did not come down. 
Orders were promptly given to let go the lee braces 
and man the topsail downhauls, but by this time the 
ship had been again struck by a heavy sea and she 
was completely on her beam ends, with water pouring 
down the funnel, and she then turned bottom upward 
and gradually sunk, stem first. 

From the time the ship was firet struck t> her going 
down, only five to ten minutes elapsed. The number 
on board at the time was about 520. When the Cap- 
tain was first lost sight of, it was thought that she had 
missed the fleet, which is not an uncommon occurrence 
on a dark night and when it is blowing hard, and no 
one imagined she had gone down; but alas, the sad 

t soou became apparent, when first was picked up a 
boat, then a spar, and subsequently one of the men, 
who had lashed himself to tne geatiag, but did not 
ucc eed in savipg his life. 

On the morning of Thursday last, the Monarch, a 
seven-turret sbip, Capt. John &. Commerell, which 
had been searching around the coast, brought intelli- 
gence to the flag-ship that one warrant officer and sev- 
enteen men had landed from the Captain. The Mon- 
arch went back and picked them up off Cape Finis- 
terre and they were transferred to the Volago. 

James May, gunuer, states that he was awake about 
12 o'clock at night on the 6th by some marines mak- 
ing # noise outside his cabin, and finding the ship un- 
usaally unsteady, he dressed himself to go on deck and 
see if the guns were all right in the turreis. 

When be got up into the turrec theship gave a very 
heavy roll to starboard, and continued in that posi- 
tion, gradually heaving over more and moré, until he 
found the water coming into the porthole on the top 
of the tarret, through which he crawled, and then 
found himself overboard. He however succeeded,. 
with five others, including Capt. Bugayne, in reach- 
ing the steam pinnace, which was flyating bottom up- 
permost, and observing the launch passing within a 
few yards of them, he cried out, ‘Now jump, men, 
this is your only chance!’ He and three others did 
so, and succeeded in getting ingo the boat, They in 
vain endeavored to regain the pinnace to save the cap- 
tain, but the sea was ranning so high that it prevent- 
ed them fulfilling the task, and in the attempt they 
were struck by a heavy sea, nearly swamping the boat 
and washing one man, George Meyers, overboard. 

We then mined to let the boat run before the 
sea, as land was known to be to leeward of them. 
About 2 o’cloek they sighted a light on Cape Finis- 
terre, and. afterward observed land. They made for 
it and succeeded in landing about noon of the 7th, at 

inisterre.”’ 








Inpran Deprepations in Nevaps. Late advices 
from Tucsan, the capital of Arizoua, state that the 
place to all intents is in & ploce of seige.

The Struggle Renewed. 

When the war between France and Prussia first 
broke out, we fear there was little reluctance, on the 
part of either the contending nation or of nations, to 
see a blooly strife. S» greedy is poor human nature 
for excitement that it welcomes a story of carnage 
thouga it should fill many thousand homes with lone- 
lineas and distress, It is even related of the Congress 
of the United States, that when the announcement of 
the declaration of war came upon the House in session, 
a titter of applause ran through the hall. A more 
decorous body would have concealed their delight. 

But the terrible slaughter of Woerth, of Gravelotte, 
and of Sedan has surfeited the thirst for blood. It 
seems to have been the earnest desire of all Christen- 
dom that the battle of Seda1 should be the last of the 
war. But the lamentable uncertainty of the tenure 
by which all French government hold their power, the 
nature of the demand of Prussia, moderate enough as 
compared with the demands of conquerors generally, 
yet not quite justifiable, we think; aad worse thio all 
the blind pride of the French people, defeated all at- 
tempts at peace. There is nothing now in prospect 
but a continuation of the struggle around Paris, in 
which not only must torrents of blood flow, but the 
most beautiful city in the world, full of treasures of 
art, must,be shattered by the Prussian cannon. Al- 
ready the city is completely invest sd, the attack being 
principally on the South and West sides, The gov- 
ernment and the priasipal part of the foreiga Diplo- 
matic corps have retired to Tours, and are already 
talking about where they shall go next. Withia the 
capital we can only conjecture what is going on; but 
the fate of the city is sealed. 

The boasting about the rising of the French people, 
**to drive the invader from the sacced soil,’’ does not 
flag. Yet our previous experience in French boast- 
ing tells us these brave words are but ‘‘sound and 
fury, signifying nothing.’ The latest report as to the 
number of the recraits only claims 250,000 eolist- 
ments since the battle of Sedan; and this is not equal 
tothe number of the Prussians alrealy encamped 
about Paris. Besides, these recruits are not yet sol- 
diers, and the Prussians will hardly allow them time 
to become soldiers. Even the French leaders must 
see that further resistance is hopeless.

She states that she kept a lamp burning in a room 
adjcent to her eleepiag apartment, since her q:ar- 

rei with her husband some months ago, when they

She testifies at 
the time of the murder this lamp was burning dimly, 
it being **turned down.’’ Consequently the room in

The outside of the door opening into the back yard, 
showed proof that a terrible stream of blood had 
spurted against it, and while shut the blood ran dowa 
the threshold and gathered in little pools under the 
door, showing that the door must have been closed at 
the moment the crimson streak struck it. The track 
of the victim from this door to his own, could be 
traced the morning after the murder, by the blood 
which fell from his wound or wounds, 

On the outside of his own door, where the assassin, 
after having failed in his desperate attempt to take 
the life of his wife, closed the second tims upon his 
victim, was a ghastly show of blood; it muat have 
been at this place that the fatal ihrust was made which 
severed the jugular vein and carotid arteries. After 
the fatal blow had been given and the assassin felt a 
murderer's exuitation at the torrent of blood which 
fell about him his victim dropped the roll of carpet- 
ing, which fell upon the threshol!l, aad with his fee- 
ble strengtn endeavored to still keep off his murderer 
by grasping both of his hands wichin his owo; bat 
the strength of the assiilant was too much and he 
tottered backward a few steps, aad fell oaly to breath 
his last.

For the Maine Farmer. 
Our Washington Letter. 
Wasutnoton, D. C. Sept. 231, 1870. 

Massas. Epitoas:—An unusual degree of interest 
is centering upon our Agricultural Fairs, soon to be 
held in the adjoinning States of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. The prospects for attractive displays of choice 
specimens of stock are very promising, many pur- 
chases of the higher grades of cattle having been made 
by residents of the above-named States during the 
past year. Large premiums are also being offered to 
secure trials of speed between celedratcd horses, and 
it is expected this feature of the entertainments will 
be more than usually int eresting. The times and 
places for holding the above fairs cover a period late 
as the 26th proximo. 3 

The preparation of the annual reports of the de- 
partments has actively commenced, and present indi- 
Cations seem to warrant the belief they will be com- 
pleted much earlier than usual. In the Treasury 
Department, the heads of bureaus are directed to fur- 
nish their exhibits by the first of November next, so 
as to affocd the secretary sufficient time for examining 
them previous to making up his annual report. Few 
persons are fully aware of the amount of thought and 
labor represented by these départment reports, more 
especially those of the Treasary Department, the ag- 
gregates therein shown running through & series of 
calculations whose numbers would scarcely be credit- 
ed if fullyfetated. 

The Acting Commissioner of [aternal Revenue has 
recently directed an examination of the securities of 
all officers of the bureau throughout the country, in 
order that the responsibility and sufficiency of their 
sureties may be critically tested, The determination 
to carefully guard the public interest in this impor- 
tant direction is very clear and evident,- and the ac- 
tivity and watchfulness of the bureau will be especial - 
ly acceptable to the community, when the msgnitude 
of its territorial extent and the vast amount of its 
transactions are called to remembrance. A most 
gratifying proof of the integrity of these offizers is de- 
rived from the receipts of the present month, however, 
which have been much larger than for any previous 
similar period. 

Per contra, a singular but forcible illustration of 
official infirmity is derived from an account kept by 
the United States Treasarer, the heading of which is, 
“Conscience Money;”’ and which receives not infre- 
queat nor inconsiderable sredits from those whose 
better moments will not permit them to covertly sin 
without punishment, though their repentance and 
their act of restoration saves them in part from pub- 
lic exposure. Some of these lapses from rectitude are 
of the most remarkable and astonishing character, go- 
ing far to prove the singular position,that there are sane 
persons in the community who are nearly irresponsi- 
ble when exposed to temptation. The Washington 

Chronicle states that the receipts from ‘* conscience 
money,’’ for the year ending June 30th, 1870, reach- 
ed the large sum of $353,397 ,84! 

The extensive national cemeteries in the District of 
Columbia and the adjacent State of Virginia, are soon 
to be enc’osed by more substantial and durable struc- 
tures than were erected in the haste of their first con- 
struction.

The great public convenience of the postal money- 
order system is being demonstrated, and the report of 
the Auditor of the Treasury for the Post-Office De- 
partment, will show that during the year ending June 
30th, 1870, money orders have been issued to the 
amount of $34,054,084—an increase of about $9,000,- 
000 over the previous year. During the same year the 
amount of orders prid was $33,658,740. The ex- 
penges of this system for the year were $141,382, and 
the receipts from fees $232,235, leaving a credit bal- 
ance of $89,853, which is more than suffi sient to cov- 
er all expenses of the system; so that in addition to 
greatly accommodating the public, there is also @ 
considerable balaace of profit to the government by 
the transactions of the money-order offize of the Post 
Office Department. 

The number of there offives is rapidly increasing in 
this country, and the benefits derived from them have 
been so numerous and palpable, that exertions are 
now being msde which contemplate the establishment 
of an extensive system of international money-order 
offizes. It is doubtless well known this system is al- 
ready im operation between the United States and 
Switzerland—established September, 1869—and that 
its operations have thus far proved eminently sucoess- 
fal. There seems little room to doubt useful results 
would follow the general adoption of sn international

Berlin, Sept. 21. The Crown Prince informed the 
Queen yesterday by telegraph from Versailles of the 
investuent of Paris from Versailles to Vincennes.

A dispatch irom the Royal ‘headquarters at Meaux, 
dated the 20th, says the complete investment of Paris 
was accomplished yesterday. The King reconnoitered 
to-day the fortifications on the north side of the city. 

The number of men under arms in Paris is stated 
at 438,000, including 180,000 volunteers from the 
provinces. 

The Fighting areund Paris. 

London, Sept. 21. Dispatches from Tours an- 
pounce that Viner’s movement was a reconnoisance, 
and his object was perfectly accomplished. The fight- 
ing was not severe except at Chersey le Roe and 
Vinery. He withdrew his troops in perfect order un- 
pursued. It was ascertained that the Crown Prince's 
headquarters are at Versailles, and about 20,000 Ger- 
man trvops are established south and east of Paris 
The new volunteers organized by Gen. Trochu were 
under fire for the first time. A portion of them were 
charged by the blue hussars and repulsed in the even- 
ing with considerable loss, The King is at Versailles, 
and ccnstantly takes part in the reconnoisances* 

A French report admits the capture, after Vinoy’s 
withdrawal, of a redoubt in front of Ferme Napoleon, 
by two German corps after an obstinate conflict. Guns 
were taken, bnt no more than 300 or 400 prisoners 
were captured. 

In the action on Monday a powerful French force, 
under Gens. Revault and Ducrot, was posted on the 
heights above Clamart. The Prussians throwing up 
earthworks at Ablon, advanced through the woods of 
Wendon. A severe engagement took place at Fon- 
tenay, in which the Prussians were finally repulsed 
with considerable loss. They still ocoupy the position 
at Ablon. It is expected that the first general battle 
will be on the ground of this action. 

The Siege ef Strasbourg. .- 

New York, Sept. 21. A correspondent of the 
Tribune telegraphs from before Strasbourg, Wednes- 
day: The lots in the capture of outwork No. 53 was 
a trifle—35 wounded. The possession of this posi- 
tion is exceedingly important, and renders the acqui- 
sition of others easy. The defence showed a surpri3- 
ing lack of vigor. Another proposal for capitulation 
is expected soon. The siege only continues because 
Gen. Werder insists on udcondi:ional surrender. 

Bismarck’s Conditions of Peace. 

London, Sept. 21.—[Special to N. Y. Tribune] 
The Tribune’s special correspondent at Berlin tele- 
grephs to-day: Lhe American minister on authority 
learns that Favre will be received in a private capaci- 
ty only, and will be informed by Bismarck that Ger- 
many must insist, as condition sine qua non of peace, 
on the surrender of the forts on the Moselle and Rhine, 
by which Germany was threatened and attacked. 

A dispatch received in London yesterday fro’ Bis- 
marek, says Favre was cordially received at the King’s 
headquarters at Ferriers, the Rothschilds’ chateau. 
Preliminary discussions were held relative to the time 
and modes of convoking a constituent assembly in 
view of securing a sufficient guarantee for the falfil- 
ment of the conditions to which the provisional gov- 
ernment may yield its consent. 

Miscellaneous Items. 

London, Sept. 21. [Special to the Times] The 
United States government has given orders to Ameri- 
can vessels of war to remain in each of the principsl 
French ports, and give protection to American citizens 
and commerce, 

We recrived to-day copies of the Figaro and Gaulois 
of the 19th from an American lady who made the 
journey from Paris to Dieppe in an open caleche alone, 
after the railway lines were cut. She displayed the 
American flag and got through w'thout difficulty. 

The Univers states on reliable. authority that Metz 
is well provisioned for many weeks and cannot be 
taken by assault or famine. In the affair of the 9th 
thirteen Prussian regiments were nearly annihilated. 

The British Cabinet has received no news what- 
ever of the results of the interview between Favre 
and Bismarck. - The silence is badly interpreted here. 

An English civil engineer has invented a projectile 
for use on tha walls of Paris against the Prussians; 
it is charged with Petroleum and spreads sheet flame 
over a surface of 16 to 24 square yards. 200 work- 
men are already engaged in manufacturing them, 

The Occupation of Rome. 

Villa Alban, Sept. 21. Italian troops entered Rome 
through Panta Pia, firing on the mercenaries as they 
advanced; at list the Pope ordered the white flig to 
be hoisted and hostilities ceased. The national forces 
then quietly occupied the city. 

New York, Sept. 21. The Tribune's special cor- 
respondent telegraphs from Florence as follows: Ital- 
ian troops took qaiet possecsion of Rome after desul- 
tory fighting which was stopped by the people. There 
were many demonstrations of joy here. The multi- 
tude entered the belfry tower and forced the keeper to 
ring the great bell. The Italian troops had orders to 
use the least possible force in the’event of resistance. 
The final poltoy of the government concerning the 
Pope is still distrusted by many, who fear that it will 
yield too much to the pressure of the catholic powers. 





Progress of the Seige. 

London, Sept. 22. It is generally believed here 
that the Prussians are negotiating with France solely 
for the sake of delay so as to secure possession of 
Paris. During the investment of the city the foilow- 
ing engagements have occurred: Saturday the 17tha 
Prussian brigade routed several battalions of French 
north of Brevanne’s forest. On the next day a sharp 
skirmish occurred near Vitry. Monday the French 
were driven from the entrenchments to Retray, losing 
seven guns. Near Versailles a body of 2000 mobiles 
captured a number of Prussians whose protection had 
been solicited by inhabitants. 

A Paris letter of the 20th inst. says:—Notwith- 
standing the long anticipation of an investment and 
an actual isolation of the capital, now that it really 
comes, it falls like an unexpected blow and leaves peo- 
ple stunned and stupefied. However, the hope that 
Favre will succeed in winning terms of peace from 
Bismarck animates many with a single ray of conso- 
lation amid the general gloom, but those well inform- 
ed have little expectation of a settlement till Paris 
has experienced further horrors. Unhappily the Ger- 
man statement that the provisional government can- 
not authoritatively receive confirmation from the ac- 
tion of extreme R»publisans, even ia this hour of tri- 
al, when unity is indispensable, Saturday and Sun- 
day it was diegraceful. There were demonstrations in 
several portions of the city in cousequence of the an- 
nouncement of the demands of the Reds for the crea- 
tion of a committee of defence in different arrondise- 
ments, chosen by the people and for a general collec- 
tion and distribution cf food and ammunition. Noisy 
and dangerous crowds assembled in different quarters, 
uttering revolting cries. A large number of roughs 
were armed, and in some cases violeace was commit- 
ted. In one instance a storehouse was broken opea 
and a quantity of provisions seized under the pretence 
of authority from the committee of defence. 

Sanday night much terror prevailed among the 
better class of the populace. Monday a force of Na- 
tional Guards and some regulars and marines from 
the fort marched into the city to preserve order. 
There is but little doubt an attempt will be made be- 
fore long by the extreme party to seize and control 
the government. It is difficult tosay where the end 
will be, not trusting wholly to peace negotiations. 

Yesterday Gen. Vioory with a force of 25,009 left 
Paris to intercept the onward march of the Prussians. 
Tee object was to cause as much loss and delay as pos- 
sible to the enemy and tnen fall back on the forts. 

The last hours for leaving the city were marked by a 
rush of hundreds whose courage gave way at the last 
moment. Hundreds of applications were made to 
Minister Washburne for passports by Frenchmen who 
were never outside of France and who pretend to be 
naturalized Americans, but were unable to produce 
their papers. 

Beyond doubt Paris is provisioned for four months. 
An appeal has been isaued by the authorities, begging 
the citizens to exercise the greatest care and frugality 
in the use of provisions from the present moment. 
Heaven knows when an opportunity will offer to com- 
municate again, For the past few nights the city has 
been in almost total derkness and citizens are adopt- 
img measures to light street lamps.

Havre, which has an ex- 
ceedingly strorg fort on a hill, is being strengthened 
with lines like those at Lyons, but Rouen is to be 
abandoned to the enemy 

The southern army when concentrated isto wait 
until the latest possible moment to gain time for drill 
but when one of the great outer forts of Paris has 
been taken and the bombardment of the town com- 
menced the army will march north against the Prus- 
sians. 





The Prussian Movements. 
Tours, Sept. 23. Effective military measures have 
been taken for the protection of Orleans and Tours. 
No news has been received here from Paris, and the

sourse, It is reported that the Prussians are with- 
* Irawing their forces from-other points to concentrate 
tround Paris. Their cavalry is in incessant motion. 
Namberless squads of ublans patrol the country for 
‘niles around the capital in every direction, their main 
ibject being to cut off all communication. But Paris 
will surely hold out and will proceed to hold elections 
for the Constituent Assembly, even under the sabres 
of the Prussians. 

The siege of Montmcdy is leisurely conducted bya 
force of 15,000 men, and there is little prospect of an 
early surrender, as the garrison is constantly receiv- 
ing supplies in spite of the investment. 

A large Prussian force entered Fontainbleu and 
made a requisition for 150,000 francs. 

The Prussians are marching on Nemours and a de- 
tachment is going towards Orleans. 

Metz and Strasbourg still hold out and present at 
least @ fortnight’s task. Meanwhile the Germans 
will detach two corps to Lyons, Havre and Cherbourg. 
and send flying columns throughout the country in all 
‘lirections for forage, Seventy-five thousand fresh 
savalry for that service are now expected from Ger- 
many. A portion of the programme has already been 
realized. 

Reported Battle in Front of Paris. 

London, Sept. 23. From private sources just in 
from the vicioity of Paris, there is a report that a 
very severe battle occurred yesterday imwediately to 
the south of the city. The French forced in heavy 
volumns attacked the Prussians and pushed them in 
the wouls; when the former were hurled back and re- 
pulsed with great loss. No particulars are yet at 
hand. 

The Troubles in Paris. 

New York, Sept. 23. The following is from a Paris 
despatch seat to the N. Y. T'ribnne:—Attacks ou the 
government continue and are if possible more bitter 
now that we are all shut up together. Some of the 
ved organs insist that there shall be no peace on any 
terms and that the war must go on at all razards till 
victory is won. The same people insist on a clean 
sweep being made in the public offices, so the whole of 
the administrative body employed under the empire, 
! rank and file, as well as the heads of departmeats 
shall give place to new men. How is a government 
possible under such conditions. It is of the last im- 
portance that the government should make peace, aud 
here are a eet of men who declare they shall not make 
peace on any terms, and who reproach the ministers 
vitterly for entertaining questions of peace; acd yet 
these very men begin to cry out fur an equal division 
of food among us and would embarrass the govern- 
ment with disturbances. If anything goes wrong 
these are the people who are to be feared. The gov- 
rnment is doiug the very best, but the ‘‘Red’’men 
are getting louder and louder each day in their dis- 
satisfaction. They threaten seriously to hamper the 
ygoveroment and may before long. ‘The press may re- 
gard.the incoming of the Prussians, as a lesser evil 
than the red’s supremacy. We are doing well enough 
tbout provisions and rupplies. The government fixes 
che price of meat, which is not tobe more than twen- 
iy cents a pound.—There is no scarcity of animal food 
vad the supply of bread is unlimited. The city seems 
anusually healthy. Even the small pox disappeared, 
or at least we bear nothing of it. People forget that 
we are in the midst of war. We are waiting in no 
little excitement the return of M. Favre from the 
; Prussian headquarters, but those who are well inform- 
ed have but slight hopes of his success. 

Another correspoudent writes on Tuesday that af- 
fairs are anythiag but satisfactory. Lt appears that 
vriginually Gen. Lrocha determined to defend Paris 
without the help of the army outside. He made up 
his mind to give up all strong places beyend the lise 
of forts when Ducrot came suddeuly from Sedan iu 
the guise of a peasant. Here was a general fit to be 
trusted with a command outside of Paris Ducrot 
should have an army of 50,009 men to defend cer- 
tain heights. They came to trial yesterday, and the 
most important incident of the day was the fight of 
the Zouaves, the boasted Zouaves, without firing a 
ehot. They ran into Psrisamid aootings. They have 
been arrested in great numbers, and it is proposed tc 
shoot them, or at least make a gool example of them 
im the Champs de Mars. Young mobileites did better. 
‘They stood their ground, but the result of all is that 
the army of Decrot was returned bvhind the forts 
aud Gen, Trochu falls back upon his original idea of 
defeuding Paris by itself. 

Horrible Report from Strasbourg. 

It is reported that the theatre at Strasbourg was 
set-on fire by shells and 200 persons who had taken 
refuge in the building, a majority of whom were wo- 
men were burned to death. Also private residences 
in the city bad been broken into and plundered by a 
mob. ‘The reports are not conficmed from other sourc- 
es and are entitled to little credit. 

‘The inhabitants of Sevres on the approach of the 
Prussians seut out a depatativa to sae fur protection, 
said they were actuated equally by fear of violence by 
the Red’s and anxiety w get rid of the imperial 
functionaries, 

At Beanearis the excitement of the citizens on the 
approach of the euemy became a panic. 

The French Fortress of Toul Taken. 

Berlin, Sept. 24. The French fortifications at Toul 
were captured by the Prussians at suuset yesterday, 

London, Sept. 24. A dispatch received from Gea. 
Von Krensig at Toul states that yesterday the town of 
foul, was captured by siorm, by the Prussians, after 
a determined resistance. 

The bombardment for several days caused great 
damage in the town and destroyed the principal pub- 
iic buildings. A favorable opportuaity for stormimg 
presented itself to the Prussiaus, and was made use 
of, The storming party advanced, and afterwards 
the Prussian forces carried the towa by storm. The 
besieged surrendered, unconditionally. 

Toul isa fortitied town of France in the 
Department of Meurtha, capital of an arroudisement 
ou the left bank of the Moselle, and on the railway 
from Paris to Strasbourg, twelve miles west of Nancy. 

Disgracefal Couduct of Freuch Troops. 

London, Sept. 23.—Night. Paris papers of the 
20th inst. give accouats of the disgraceful conduct of 
s portion of Gen, Ducrot’s troops on Monday. Le 
Temps says & portion of the left bank of the Seine 
was Kept im the greatest excitement by soidiers who 
aad run away from their regiments and returned to 
Paris withvut a single officer, 

The Opinion Nationale states that Ducrot had 
three divisions, with whom he engaged a body of 
Prussians in the woods of Mendon and Clamart. A 
reconnoisance, made the day before, showed that the 
Prussians had crossed the Seine gt Villenvue and St. 
George’s, and were working round to Versailles. 
Sunday evening General Ducrot massed his troops in 
aeighborhood of Chatillon. At five the next morn- 
ing the Franco-Tiraleurs began to be active and were 
repulsed. An effective but not vigorous cannonade in 
the direction of the woods was commenced, but no en- 
emy showed himself. For an hour there was no 
movement by the Germans. They began to reply 
from the fringe of the wood. 

Several French detachments then pushed forward 
ind entered the glacis, especially on the French ieft, 
io carry Boynux. The Curassiers ventured too far, 
apd coming suddenly on a sirong body of Germane, 
suffered heavy losses. At that moment some of our 
troops came upon a corps of Prussians at poiat blank 
range. The latter had our men at @ great disadvan. 
tage. Each tree was a fortification, from which they 
took deliberate aim, firing incessantly and very fierce. 

Jast at this time a battallion of the Mobiles of the 
Seine came up and began firing into the spot where 
our 16th regiment was stationed, which threw the lat- 
ter into disorder and caused their precipitate retreat.

It necded rot the assurance of the stricken widower 
to satisfy us that Jessie had been in the bands of an 
excellent mother. She was an interesting and intelli- 
gent child, and had made the mest of her opportuni- 
ties, in a situation where educational advantages were 
necessarily very limited. 

Thrown into da‘ly contact with her, as [ was, it was 
not strange that I found a strong attachment drawing 
me to her.

Towards night, we were favored with a lall, 
and advantage was taken of it to seta new mizon- 
staysail, that we might have something to keep her 
head up to the sea. 

All hands were above the deck at time; and I my- 
self was cn the mizzen-stay, half way up the main- 
mast, doing the last work of bending the sail to its 














hanks. The halyards and sheet were strongly man- 
ned, and every one in readiness, waiting for the word 
to ‘*Hoist away.”’ 

I was just about to slide down from my perch, when 
a great wall of water came roaring down upon us, and 
Tkoew, by the feeling of the ship under me, that she 
‘would not rise clear of it. Oa it came; [ clung in- 
volantarily to the stay, hearing confused cries of 
“Hold on!’? ‘Look out!’ [t met us with a shock 
that seemed to have driven in the Wholg. broadside of 
our stout craft. 

It combed in nearly the whole length of the ship, 
fore and aft, no time to escape, or to do any- 
thing bat tocling instinctively to the nearest support. 
All below me wae a roariog gulf of water, in which 
men and inanimate objects were promiscuously dashed 
about me. I had enough to do to retain my hold 
where [ was, looking down upon the dreadful sight. 
I felt that my fate would be decided in another mo- 
ment or two. It must be the same asthat of my ship- 
mates, who were vainly stretching their hands towards 
me for succor, while here ani there a cry rang on my 
ear, breaking the ceasless roar of sea and wind. We 
were a'l to die together, unheard of; the simple rec- 
ord attached to our names, ‘*Probably fcundered at 
eea,”” 

But, shivering in every timber of her ancient fab- 
ric, the Wareaw rose again triumphant from what 
seemed her death-struggle with the elements. Her 
bare deck came into view as she shook herself free of 
the burden; for nearly all of her bulwarks were swept 
away on both sides, as well ag everything of a move- 
able nature. But, not a human being was to be seen, 
as, still clinging, in my elevated position, I looked 
about me. cll had been swallowed up and gone to 
their final accc unt, 

I bad no time for sentiment; indeed I think the 
leading emotion in my miad was one of astonishment 
at feeling the ship still buoyant, for [ had had no idea 
that she could ever rise again.

The sun had come out brightly after the storm, 

d the aspect of the skies indicated « continuance of 
Re weather. I took observations and shaped my 
course toward the Hervey Islands, hoping to make 
Mangea or Raratongs. lhad a good general knowl- 
edge of navigation, though [ had little practice, and 
was unused to anything like responsible control of 
that department. 

Of course, I was obliged to be at the helm the most: 
of the time. But Isoon taught Jessie, so that she 
could steer-well enough in fair weather, which gave me 
time to attend to many other matters. But as we 
could not steer every day and all night, the ship was 
necessarily left to her own guidance some part of the 
time. 

I soon dis¢overed that my knowledge of navigation, 
though it might tell me where I was, would not eva- 
bla me to go wheré I wished. The winds and cur- 
rents headed me on, so that we were making a drift to 
the westward; and it was impossible to remedy this, 
unless the ship was manned so as to be well steered 
and enabled to carry all sail. Spite of all that the 
child. and I éould do, she must go nearly where the 
elements might carry her.

We could hardly fare worse by 
drifting on toward the equator, while there was still

At length, on going aloft, as usual, one beautiful 
morning, the horizon line along under our lee present- 
ed the irregular, broken appearanea which [ had oft- 
en seen before, and known so well. The buaches of 
tufts of cocoanut trees growing upon very low land 
were the first objects that came into view; so that, as 
we nesred them, the slender stems seemed to be rooted 
in the ocean, and to shoot up from its watery bed.

I had only time to do this and let go the gear, so 
that they filled and bagged out in mid air; for of 
course [ could not hoist the yards up. The leading 
canoe was now drawing very near me; and the ugly 
looking wretches stood staring in silent bewilderment, 
as the ship drove past them. I saw by their gestures 
as they pointed at the bandspike men, that they were 
already suspicious; probably from baving noticed that 
they did not move about. But they rested on their 
paddies to confer with the next comers, and [I bad 
thus gained so much time, while I was doing what I 
could to push the Warsaw ahead, 

I knew these people well enough to be sure that 
they would never attack, unless all the circumstances 
were overwhelmingly in their favor.

The Chinese Massacre. 


A Shanghae correspondent of London Times gives 
the following account of the circumstances attending 
the horrible massacre of the French resident of the 
province of Tientsin: 

The French mission and French Consulate 
Were situated far away from the foreign settlement, 
in the Chinese town, and near to the offisfal residence 
of Chung-how, the superintendent of trade for the 
three northern ports, and Govenor of Tientsin. It 
seems that the mob n to assemble daring the 
forenoon of the 2ist, in the neighbourhood of these 
buildings, and by noon had reached some 9,000 or 
7,000 men. Communication was going on during the 
morning between the Consulate and the yamen, in re- 
gard, apparently, to some kinapper who had heen 
caught, and who declared himself to be an employee 
of the French priests. Visits had been interchanged

the threatening aspect of affairs. M. Fontainer was, 
the Chinese say, gr atly excited, and we may well be- 
lieve it, in face of the imminent danger. What really 
passed we shall probably never know; it,is, of course, 
the interest of the Chinese to throw all the blame for 
violence on the Consul, and to take credit to Chgng- 
how for having behaved in a conciliatory manner 
throughout. It is easy to imagine that their very 
calmness of demeanour may have added to M. Fon- 
tainer’s exvitement. He knew that an immense crowd

A passenger by Wells, Fargo ,& Co.’s stage coh 
across the Plains, in writing to the Helena Herald, 
says: 

Reaching Pleasant Valley, about 9P.M., Thurs- 
day, I saw indications of some anxiety on the part of 
the driver and guard, both of whom were armed with 
shot-guns and revolvers. We passed the first station 
south of Pleasant Valley safely? Bat it was between 
this and the next that we es pected the fun, Lieut. 
Hamilton, of ‘Fort Ellis, was with me and the three 
Chinamen. I only had one weapon of defense. We 
were all now watchful, and as the coach ascended from 
the bed of Dry Creek, this is what caught our ears: 
Click! click! click! **Halt!’? and like an apparation, 
the road agent sprang from the rocks a few feet from 
the coach. One drew his Henry rifle on the leaders, 
the next on the driver, and the third paid his compli- 
ments to the lieutenant and myself by placing the 
tmuzzle of his needle-gun in rather uncomfortable 
proximity to our ears, and asthe driver pithily re- 
marked, **the muzziles of them rifles appeared as large 
as a nine-inch stove-pipe.”’ I instantly seized my

to discuss measures at this eleventh hour for quieting 
the minds of the people, when nothing but prompt 
and decisive action could avail, One thing only seems 
aertain, that a stormy interview ensued, that. the at- 
cendants eventually tried to thrust M. Fontanier forth 
from the hall, that shots were fired by the latter and 
by M. Simon, that they eventually reached the street, 
and were at once cut to pieces by the mob. One ac- 
count says the Consul exclaimed that he saw his life 
was doomed, but that Chung-how should die too, and 
fired at the latter, but missed, and was then expelled. 
Another says he insisted on Chung-how accompany- 
ing him to the mission premises, and that on the lat- 
ter stopping in the crowd to speak to a mandarin, the 
Consul, imagining apparently, that he was going to 
evade his promise, fired then, and was set upon and 
killed. All these are purely Chinese reports and re- 
liable only as far as they point to astormy Interview 
between the two officials, aud to the fact that the 
French Consul was killed by the mob on leaving the 
Govenor’s yamen. 

But; dreadfal as is this death, the details are more 
horrible of the massacre of the priests and Sisters of 
Mercy, which followed the attack on the mission prem- 
ises. [t is not clear whether this occurred before or 
after the murder of the French Consul; but the two 
occurrences were very nearly simultaneous. The es- 
tablishments of the Lazaristes, the Jesuits, and the 
Sisters of Charity were burnt ani their inmates mur- 
dered with circumstanves of brutal atrocity. Women 
whose only fault was to have devoted their lives to do 
good, who had earned the respect of the foreign com- 
munity at Shanghai (where they were known and ap- 
preciated) as well as at Tien-tsin, were stripped, their 
bodies ripped open, their breasts cut off, their eyes 
scooped out, and their remains cast into their own 
burning houses. All the native inmates of the mis- 
sions were also, it is said, burnt to death; the chil- 
dren only saved, several hundred in number, and 
even of those between thirty and forty were unknow- 
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ingly suffocated in a large cave, where they had taken 
refuge at the first approach of the mob. The boy of 
a priest, since recovened, is so mutilated as to be hard- 
ly recoznizable, and two others are missing, supposed 
to have been aiso burned. In the meantime the mob 
had also attacked the French Consulate, murdered 
and fearfully mutilated M. and Madame Thomassin, 
guests of the Consul, who had just arrived from Shang- 
hae, and sacked and burnt the building. Another 
Frenchman named Chalmaison, who kept a store near 
the establishment of the Sisters of Mercy, was also! 
killed. His wife escaped on a horse, and was shelter- 
ed hy some friendly Chinese; but she insisted on go- 
ing out at night to leok to ber house, and on calling 
out, on ber return, to her protectors to open the door, 
she too was recognized and murdered. Two Russian 
gentleman and a lady—the latter bad only been mar- 
ried four days—were’met and killed as they happened 
to be passing the frightful scene. Three other Rus- 
sians who were behind were spared, as one of them 
could fortunately speak Chinese, and was able to ex- 
plain their nationality. And this brings me to the re- 
markable feature of the riot, which shows bow com- 
plete was its organization and how deliberate ite in- 
tention. The attack was directed entirely against 
the French, and no member of any other nationali- 
ty was touched, except the three Russians I have re- 
ferred to, who were killed by mistake. Several per- | 
gous of other nationalitiee—English, German and 

Swise—who were living in the Chinese quarter, came | 
down to the foreign settlement next day unmolested, 

and the settlement itself was not approached by the 

rioters. The mob consisted, it is said, chiefly of the 

native Fire Brigade, swollen, however, by all the 

bravos avd rowdies of Tien-tsin. It assembled to the 

same sound of alarm as is given in the case of fire, 

and it dispersed by signal after its work was complet- 

ed. Though the atmosphere is still highly charged, | 
there seems to be less and less danger of further dis- 

turbance. The rioters may, indeed, be well satisfied. 

Twenty-two foreigners fell victims to their fury dar- 

ing the few hours that the outbreak lasted. The 

priests and Sisters of Mercy, against whom they had 

been especially excited, are no more, and three French- | 
men only remain alive in Tientsin—M. Coutris, who 

sought refuge in the Governor’s yamen, and, although 

insulted by the attendants, was sheltered; M. Lefevre, 

who chanced to be staying in the settlement; anda 

M. Imbert, who was also fortunate in not coming in 

contact with the mob. The bodies which have been 

recovered are scarcely recognizable under their muti- 

lations, and in the case of the Sisters of Mercy, fire 

only had destroyed the traces of still more fiendish 

outrage.

A Mr. Abe!, of Vermont, after many years of pover- 
ty and obscurity spent after the usual mauner of most 
inventors who have succeeded in benefitting the world 
by their prodactions—in experimental toil—has at last 
perfected a really extraordinary piece of mechanism in 
the shape of a loom, whicn bids fair, not on'y to re- 
volutionize the manufac'ure of woollen goods, but to 
bring him both fame and fortune. He styles h's inven- 
tion the Weft Chreal Knitting Loom, on account the of 
nature of its operation, combining the proces-es of 
weaving aod knitting, and producing a peculiar cloth 
of remarkable beauty and durability, having many 
points of excellence over goods woven in the usual 
mancer. 

Without attempting to describe the construction of 
the machine, we wiilsty that it is extremely simple, 
costs but a trifle morethan an ordinary loom, runs 
Witbout noise, takes but ligtle power, and occupies a 
very smull amount of space, the one we eaw in opera- 
tion being contained in a room about 8x10 feet in size, 
with ample space to spare.. It is also very readily 
managed and kept in order, one girl tending three or 
four looms without the ail of section hands. Its 
greatest merit, however, seems to consist in the ra- 
pidity with which it works, a single loom producing 
the enormous quantity of two hnndred and fifty yards 
of cloth in oneday. When the fact is taken inte cou- 
sideration that the best looms in common use weave 
only about twenty-five yards a day, this feature « the 
invention will be more fully appreciated, espicially by 
all practical manufacturers, In addition to this, 
nearly all the preparatory procesees indispensable in 
the ordinary methods of woolen manufactures seems 
to be entirely dispensed with by Mr. Abel, his loom 
taking the yarn directly from the bobbins on which 
it is spun, and weaving it into cloth of any desired 
width or texture in the most perfect manner, no 
dressing, beaming, spoollng, warping, or drawing in, 
being required, consequently doing away with all 
warping frames, reeds, harnesses, shuttles, temples 
and the large amount of complicated and costly ma- 
chinery pertaining to the old process of manufacture. 
In this respect itis evident that the invention will 
greatly reduce the amount of capital required to car- 
ry on the business, it being claimed that a saving of 
over one half is made in preparing the yarns, while 
the rato of production by the new loom over any other 
in ute exceeds ten to one. 

Among the minor features of value pertaining to 
the invention, we should perhaps mention its capaci- 
ty for using exceedingly slack twist yarns, much 
more so than is possible on the old loom, thus avoiding 
the harsh wiry texture found in all goods where bard 
twist yarns are used, oni giving the cloth that pe- 
culiar ‘feel’ heretofore pertaining only to the best 
French ,fiabrics. There appears to be no trouble 
whatever from the various drawbacks attending the 
use of the old fashioned loom, such as the breakage of 
threads, &c,, and no Joss is experienced by repairing 
the web, or from waste, the latter being a very ex- 
pensive item in ordinary weaving. It, is «also stated 
that cloth woven by the new process requires less 
m'ling, less than one-half the gigging, takes a finer 
finish, and is much more durable than any other cloth. 
The specimens shown are equal to the best imported 
goods, consisting of a variety of patterns in stripes, 
plaids, ribbed, plain and fancy work of the latest and 
beet styles. 

Whether Mr. Abel's improved loom can be adapted 
to the production of all styles and qualities of wool- 
en required for use, or demanded by the trade, 
we are not prepared to say, but however may be 
it must be apparent to all who have given the inven- 
tion a critical examination that it is destined to bring 
about a marvellous revolution in the manufacture of 
at least a very large proportion cf all the woolen pro- 
ducts of the country, and that, too, within a compar- 
atively ehort period.
